“To the Commanding Officers of the Na- 
tional Armortes at Springfield and Rock 
Island and of the United States Aracint's 
at New York, West Troy, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and Ben cia: While 
arsenals and armories are not in- 
tended to be converted. into litical 
machines, two political parties tn this coun- 
try are recognized, t is therefore or- 
dered that hereafter in employing or dis- 
charging employés of any and al! grades, 
other things being equal and qualifications 
satisfactory, Democrats will be favored, the 
object being to divide the force in the differ- 
ent grades, gradually, between Democrats 
and Republicans, his rule will apply to 
women and childrem as well as to men, and 
will ve strictly entereed.

THE MUOKMONS. 


Report of the Majority of the Utah 
Oom mission. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—[By the Asso- 
elated Press.| The majerity report ef the 
Utah Commission, signed py G. L. God- 
frey, A. B. Williamsand Arthur L. Thomas, 
was received this merning by the Secre- 
tary of thelaterior. The recommendations 
in the jast annua! report were renewed. It 
declares that Utah should not be admitted 
tothe Union until such time as the Mer- 
mon pedple manifest by future acts that 
they have abandoned polygamy in good 
faith, and not then until an amendment 
shall have been made to the Constitution. 
Of polygamy, the report adds that the con- 
vention which adopted the proposed consti- 
tution upon which the appeai was made to 
Congress fer admissien to the Unien was 
held without authority from any proper 
source. It further asserted that the pro- 
posed constitution is silest ou the crime oi 


polygay. 

Yhe commissioners are of the opinion 
that the Government cannot afford to sur- 
render the great advantage which it now 
holds, and which kas been secured at much 
expense and trouble. They also think no 
harm can result from a delay in the admis- 
sion of the Territory. The report claims 
that the action of the Senate committee ip 
this matter of requiring that there must be 
undoubted evidence on the part of the Mor- 
mon people of the abandonment of polyg- 
amy before the Territory should be ad- 
witted as a State,and thatof the House 
committee reporting favorably a prohibition 
amendment to the Constitution support 
the views of a majority of the commission. 

t is also stated in the report tiat the Demo- 
cratic aud Republican parties in Utah, in 
conventions recently held, indorsed the 
position taken in the majority report. The 
report further states that since the report of 


has granted the minority, or non-Mormon, 
element representation in the control of 
public institutions and provided for local 
representation in Salt Lake and other 
cities. 

The recommendation of last year, that 
the Governor of tue Territory given 
power to appoint county officers, as foi- 
lows: Selectmen, clerks, assessors, record- 
ers, superi ntepdents of public schools, was 
renewed. The Legislative Assembly at the 
session of January last, the report states, 
denied the Governor the right to appoint a 
territorial treasurer, auditor and other offi- 
cers. It added: 

Thus is presented the spectacle of the 
chief representative of the Federal Govern- 
ment in Utab being denied the right to ex- 

ercise legal authority, while at the same 
time agents and leaders of those responsi- 
ble for this eetion are at the capitai of the

Moriwon people to the laws and demanding 
that they he rewarded for it. 

“In our Opinion,’”’ continues the 
“one of the chief causes for the long delay 
in the settlement of the contest in Utah has 
been the exercise of political puwer subor- 
dinate to the interests of the churco.”

Schlay and Walker left the station 
and walked down to Spring street, where 
tliey turned to the right, and were soonina 
little saloon just below the Hollenbeck. 

Bosgui did not lese sight of them, and 
when he thought the proper time had come 
he placed both of them under arrest and 
conducted them back to the police station, 
where Waiker was charged with bribery 
and Schlay was locked up as a witness,

A Number of Important Street Mat- 
‘ ters Taken Up.

A petition received, liberally 
signed, asking that Los Angeles street, be- 
tween First and Second streets, be widened 
to 70 feet, the extra 10 feet from the east 
side, and the west side to’ pay one-half of 
the damages. Filed. 

Petition received from property owners 
asking that a re-survey be made of land 
situated at the junction of Mozart and 
Kuhrts streets, for the purpose of properly 
locating the fornier street. Ordered that 
the Surveyor do the work. 

The citizens on Georgia street asked that 
the zanja through that street be properly 
planked,

THE WRECK. 
British Vice-Consul's 
Visit. 

Tne British Vice-Consul, C. White Mor- 
timer, who went down to San Pedro to in- 
vestigate the wreck of the British ship Res- 
pigadero, was seen at his office yesterday 
by a Times reporter. He said that the 
agent of Lloyd’s at San Francisco, who had 
been telegraphed to, was expected down by 
last evening’s train, when he would un- 
doubtedly take charge of the wreck and or- 
der such disposal of it as he deems best. 
Mr. Mortimer ordered a survey of the 
wrecked vessel, to fix its location. Capt. 
Bennett of the Embleton ard Capt. Steele 
of the Allopby will perform this service. 
Capt. Purcell claims that he was a full half 
mile from the shore when the vessel struck, 
aud, his chart shows ciear water at that 
point. The distance of the vesse! has been 
estimated by others at a quarter of a mile. 
Of course the truth can be discovered by 
an actual survey, and on this point 
will turn the responsibility for the aécci- 
dent. If the Captain can show that he was 
navigating his vessel in accordance with 
his chart, he is exonerated from blame. A 
naval commission will be instituted to con- 
sider the whoie matterand fix the respon- 
sibilitv. ifthe Dlame is shown to rest on 
Capt. Purcell, the commission will probably 
recommend that his commission be revoked.

A Very Pleasant Meeting in the 
Wigwam. 

The West End Republican Club is hold- 
ing up its end ofthis campaign very well. 
{t has a handsome tent up on Temple 
street all paid for, and @very Friday night 
it holds a meeting there, when a good crowd 
generally assembles and listens to sound 
Kepublican speeches. None of the suburbs 
of the city have dene as well as this one, 
starting from its modest beginning some 
two months ago. 

The tent is handsomely decorated inside 
and looks more like a parlor than a rough 
piace of assemblage. Chandaliers are pend- 
ant from the rafters, and the poles are coy- 
ered with bright bunting. A book case and 
organ are the property of a congregation 
wuich meets there on Sundays, but they 
serve alsu to give the Republican meetings” 
a tidy look. On the plattorm is a haudsome 
desk, and fligs and pampas plumes trame 
the whole picture, 

The rows of chairs in front were occupied 
last night by the ladies who always atiend 
there and seem to find it a pleasant way to 
yass the evening. The rows of seats be- 
lind them were nearly filled with men, who 
listened as well as the buzz of the cable 
and the noisy boys outside would let them. 

President C. McFarlond and Secretary 
C. A. Luckenbaek-ar3 always on deck to 
do the honors of the occasion, and besides 
the orator of the evening Col. Daley, D. 
W. Field and Mr. Birdwell occupied the 
stage. Alex Pennie and H. C. Register 
were also present. 

Without any preliminaries, the chair- 
man introduced Judge B, N, Smith, who 
made the oration of the occasion. He first 
read at length from speeches by Democratic 
Congressmen and orators, to show the 
true position of their party on the great 
tariff issue. 

Commenting on this, he showed that all 
the protectionists in that party had been 
sent to the rear with Sam Randall, and that 
Mills, Watterson and the free-traders had 
come to the front. This harmonized with 
the record of the Democrats ever since 
1832, and especiatly so with that free-trade 
article which was incorporated in the Con- 
federate Constitution, 

Judge Smith stated as an axiom of polit- 
ical economy that the capital and labur of a 
country should be so appiied as to produce 
the greatest amount of wealth for that 
country. ‘This country produces yearly 
#6,500,000,000 worth of manufactures. Her 
avricuitural products amount yearly to $,- 


000,000,000, of which 90 per cent. is 
consumed at home and only 10 
per cent. exported. In this coun- 


try 17,000,000 people live directly or 
indirectly by manufactures. They are the 
consumers of our agricultural products. If 
England with her accumulated capital and 
machinery representing the labor of a Dill- 
ion men is allowed to crowd them from the 
markets, they can’t work any more, and 
where then will the farmer sell his bread- 
stuffs? The mechanics out of work will 
lower the prices of labor on farms and 
everywhere else, so that no one will have 
such good wages aS now. Thus it can be 
seen that not only the oe 
classes but all workingmen and all agri- 
cultural proflucers will suffer by this folly. 

The s el er mentioned Congressman 
Herndon’s &rgument at the Democratic 
meeting, when he instanced blankets as an 
example of now the tariff is a tax which 
raises the value of a blanket over 70 cents. 
This is not the ease, for blankets, as well 
as all manufactured articles, are but little 
if any dearer here thai in England. This 
was shown whe: Cleveland allowed Eng- 
lish manufacturers to bid. for supplying 
blankets for the soldiers, The difference, 
duty free, was only 30 cents instead of over 
70, although the patriotic President let the 
contract go to the foreign bidders. . 

For his part the speaker believed not only 
in a protective, but a tariff. 
There were imported $250,000,000 worth of 
goods, representing the yearly labor of 100,- 
000 men. We have the men here, and this 
work should be done 

He contrasted the condition of the Eng- 
lish workman with that of the American, 
and showed the great disparity in their cir- 
cumstances. He alluded also to the great 
increase of wealth in this country under the 
high tariff existing since 1860. While at 
that date there were on deposit in Massa- 
chusetts savings banks c$70,000,000, there 
are now $237,000,000, while in all England 
there are only $172,000,000 in savings banks 
for the people. The balance of trade was 
300,000,000 against us before 1860, and 
since then it is $1,6C0,000,000 for us. 

Judge Smith next paid his compliments 
to the Prohibitiomsts, of whom he spoke 
with kind and sincere praise, as laboring 
tor the progress of humanity. “But,’’ he 
asked, “will you aidin the election of Cieve- 
land and the Democracy, and thereby take 
a retrogade step of 50 years?” In New 
York the Republicans passed temperance 
measures, and Democratic Gov. Hill vetoed 
them. Nineteen out of twenty real tem- 
perance men stay yet in the Republican

KEY. 


IT WAS MADE TO FIT A CELL 
DOOK BY PRISONER GIBSOY, 


And if He Had Not Taken So Many 
Fellows into fis Confidence It 
Might Have Led to a General Jail- 
break. 


Jail-breaking in this county has become 
quite a science. Every few weeks some 
fellow is locked up who is an expert, and 
if the jailer and his assistants do not keep 
their eyes and ears wide-open this expert 
will not only liberate himself, but he will 
give every prisoner in jail his freedom. 
The officers who have charge of the County 
Jail in this city have been given a great 
deal of trouble during the past year, and 
several disastrous jail-breaks have oc- 
curred. 

Before Deputy Sheriff Russell was put in 
charge it was not an uncommon thing for 
two or three breaks a month to occur. At 
one time about half the prisoners made 
good their escape, and only two or three of 
them were recaptured, although the officers 
were on their track almost immediately after 
they left the jail. 

One of the narrowest escapes from a 
general stampede that was ever heard of 
took place some weeks ago, while Mr. Rnus- 
sell was out of the city. The jail was full 
of the hardest citizens, and the officers had 
been cautioned to keep a close guard. 

"There were several United States prison- 
ers in jailatthe time, and one of them, 
who is now serving out aterm for tamper- 
ing with postoflice matter, made up his 
mind to escape. He went under the name 
of Gibson, although he has several aliases, 
and as soon as he was locked up he began 
to lay his wires for freedom. He attempted 
to get tools suitable to cut his way out 
through the wall, but in this he failed, and 
then he betheught himsel? of the keys, 

But the officers never let them out of their 
hands, and he had nochance to get an itn- 
pression. He did not give up, however, so 
he got hold et a piece of hard wood, and pre- 
pared to do a thing that was never before 
attempted. gFor several days he watched 
like a hawk the jailer who carried the 
keys. He riveted his eyes on the key that 
opened the main-cell door, and also the front 
door. The shape and sizeof this key be- 
cane thoroughly impressed on his memory, 
and then was begun the work of whittling 
a duplicate key out of the hard wood, which 
he had concealed in his bunk. In about a 
week his labers were compieted. ‘The key 
was tried in the cell door, and was found to 
work to perfection. It turned, and behold! 
the big dvor swung back! 

Almost every prisoner in the jail was let 
into the secret, and a night for the rnsh was 
fixed, but it never came off, for the reason 
that one of the gang ‘“‘squeated.”’ Caines, 
the burglar who is now serving a term in 
the State’s prisen, informed one of the 
deputy jailers of the plot, and a search was 
made for the key. It was found in Gib- 
son’s cell and is now in Sheritl Kays’s pri- 
vate office.

nitely, as His Honor fully. reatizes.that he 
cannot afford to make a-mistake at this 
juncture, Not only this, but things are 
progressing very nicely, and it is far better 
to make. haste slow!y, in the light of past 
experience. 
In this connection a brief résumé of the 
police question for the past four years, 


commencing with McCarthy, wilf not be | 


out of place, especially since the stupid 
Trombone, either from downright ignorance 
‘Or with malice afarethought, has again seen 
fit to grossly misrepresent certain facts well 
known to every one who has kept posted on 
this matter. To begin with, McCarthy, 
who assumed office in 1884 as Chief, with 
John Horner as Captain: At this time one 
H. Boyce—ne of the 
reputation—was quite a power in mu- 
nicipal politics—in fact, posed == as 
the boss—and MecCartliy was imported 
from Denver, Colo., by Boyee for this piace. 
MeCarthy was an utter failure asan official, 
and so flagrantly and openly corrupt that 
he lasted but a little over three months, 
when he was succeeded by his Captain, 
John Horner, who cotitinued for some 
months, when he, too, went the usual way— 
resigned—and his time was filled out by the 
Captain. 

The Police Commission at this time was 
composed of Mayor Spence and Dr. Sinsa- 
baugh, whe was President of the Couneil. 
The next man totry his tand was J. W. 
Davis, who teok charge December 39, 1885, 
his colleagues being Messrs. Spence and 
Sinsabauch. Davis lasted some months, 
when the usual scandal arose and he re- 
signed, the Captain holding down the ofiice 
until December 50, 1886, when J. K. Skin- 
ner was elected Chiet and entered upon the 
discharge of his duties. Mavor Workman 
entered upon his duties as Mayor at this 
time, the other member of the board being 
L. N. Breed, the newly elected President of 
the Council. Skinner was an honest man, 
but was vafortunate in his subordinates. 
He did very well, however, until he in- 
curred the enmity of a Trombone reporter, 
when that paper commenced a series of bit- 
ter persenal attacks on Skinner. As this 
gentleman had never been in public life be- 
fore,> and, thinking that the attacks 
amounted to something, to escape the an- 
noyance, final!y handed in his resignation. 
There were hever any charges against 
Skinner, and his only motive in giviee up 
the office wasas above stated. Mavor Work- 
man certainly did not force him out, and as 
Mr, Humphreys was net a member of the 
board—in fact, was not elected a member 
of the Couneil until some months Jater— 
the silly and stupid reference to that gen- 
tleman in the ‘Trombone yesterday morning 
amounts te nothing, being absolutely un- 
true and without any foundation fn fact, 
Mr. Breed then being the other member of 
the beard. Darey succeeded Skin- 
ner, attending the first meeting of the board 
on the 8th of September, Skinner 
having retired August Darcey filled 
out the term, and was a candidate for 
reélection, but the result of the election 
having given the Democrats a majority in 
the Coune:!, Mr. Humphreys, who had been 
elected at this time, was made President, 
and aftera hard fight Darcy was beaten, 
and Cuddy, who had been elected to the 
Council frora the Second Ward. was made 
Chief. One of the features of this contest 
which caused considerable talk at the time 
was the tenacity with which Councilmarn 
Collins, especially, stuck to Darey, and 
there was a movement looking to an indi- 
nation meeting, but it fell through, and 
when Cuddy was elected, practically by his 
own vote (he having traded with Mr. John- 
son, a Republican, who cast his vote for 
Caddy, that gentleman depositing his ballot 
for Terrence Cooney) Mr. Collins at once 
attached bimself to Cuddy, and has since 
stuck te him like a leech, making the hot- 
test, if not the wises;:, ficht for his reten- 
tion. This peculiarity of Mr. Collins has 
otten been commented upon, but never sat- 
isfactorily explained. The history of the 
Cuddy régime is still fresh in the publie 
mind, and the question now is: “Who is 
next?”

POKER DAVIS. 


HE PLAYS HIS OLD SURE-THING 
GAME ON A GERMAN 


And Its Taken in by the Police—An 
kK. ffort to Compromise the Matter 
in the Old Way Also Taken In—

night at 6:50 o'clock “Poker” Davis 
and two of his gang were arrested by Offi- 
cers Bosqgui, Metzler. and Bowland. Thisis 
the second time that Davis has been in 
trouble of late, and if his Democratic 
friends are not allowed to tamper with 
justice, the officers think they kave a good 
case against the gang.

Baker began to shake dice and invited 
Schlay to join in the ganre. ‘The German 
greenborn put up $15 and rattled the 
bones. He was then informed by the 
Sharpers that he had won §200, but that he 
would have to put up $20 more befere he 
could draw it as that was the rule of the 
gaine. The sure-thing men had learned 
previously that Schlay had only $15 when 
he entered the den, and they knew that he 
would have to leave the place to get the #20 
piece, He left, amd as soon as he was out 
of sight Baker and Davis closed the rooin

Walker, one of the gang, ~ in an — 
ance and offered to bail Davis out. hey 
were armed with a bond out of Justice 
Taney’s court for. $200, but the Captain re- 
fused to accept it, and some of the gang 
Sstaried off to zet out a complaint so that 
Davis could be taken before Taney at once. 

In the interim Walker went to work on 
Schlay, with the intention of settling the 
inatter, Officer Bosqui noticed Walker’s 
antics, and determined to biock his little 
game. Schiay and Waiker left the station 
and walked down to Spring street, where 
they turned to the right, and were soonina 
little saloon just below the Hollenbeck, 

Bosqui did not lese sight of them, and 
when he thought the proper time had come 
he placed both of them under arrest and 
conducted them back to the police station, 
where Waiker was charged with bribery 
and Schlay was locked up as a witnés. 

Itseems that as soon as Walker got 
Schlay into the saloon he offered him $15 to 
settle the case, and actually paid him the 
money, but on their way back to the prison 
the money was transferred to one of 
Sehlay’s friends who had joined the party. 

The officers think they have a good case 
against ail three of the men, and itis to be 
hoped that they have, for this gang has 
been ‘fa holy terror’ for several years past, 
but for some reason the tin-horn politicians 
have alwaps steod in with them and they 
have escaped their just dues. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


A Number of Important Street Mat- 
ters Taken Up. 

The Board of Public Works held its 
regu'ar weekly meeting yesterday, at which 
the following business was transacted: 

The Street Superintendent announced 
that E..C. Burlingame had failed to sign 
the contract to grade Lucas avenue from 
Diamond to Orange streets. Filed. 

A petition was received from property- 
holders on Toppan avenue, between Temple 
street and Belleyue avenue, asking permis- 
sion to grad@, gravel, curb and cobble the 
street at their own expense. Their prayer 
was granted. 

The following was received, signed by I. 
W. Heliman, H. W. Hellman and lL. N. Van 
Nuys: “We protest against the paving of 
Fourth street, between Spring and Fort 
streets, because neither Fort nor Hill 
streets, the main thoroughfares, are yet 
paved; second, that we do not think the 
bitumineus-rock pavement on Spring and 
Main streets has yet had a fair trial in 
which to prove its stability; third, the ex- 
pense is excessive, as there is apparently no 
competion’) Biled. 

A petition was received, liberally 
‘signed, asking that Los Angeles street, be- 
tween First and Second streets, be widened 
to 70 feet, the extra 10 feet from the east 
side, and the west side to pay one-half of 
the damages. Filed. 

Petition received from property owners 
asking that a re-survey be made of land 
situated at the junction of Mozart and 
Kuhrts streets, for the purpose of properly 
locating the former street. Ordered that 
the Surveyor do the work. 

The citizens on Georgia street asked that 
the zanja through that street be properly 
planked. 

Citizens residing on the north side of 
Washington street recommend that the 
Council compel certain property holders on 
the north side of that street to lay cement 
sidewalks. Referred to Superintendent of 
Streets. 

George P. McLain asked that the side- 
walks on Philadelphia and Sand _ streets 
and Bellevue-avenue be cleared.

A Very Pleasant Meeting in the 


Wigwam. 


The West End Republican Club is hold- 


ing upits end ofthis campaign very well. 
{t has a handsome tent up on Temple 
street all paid for, and every Friday night 
it holds a meeting there, when a good crowd 
generally assembles and listens to sound 
Kepublican speeches. None of the suburbs 
of the city have done as well as this one, 
starting from its modest beginning some.

‘The rows of chairs in front were occupied 
last night by the ladies who always atiend 
there and seem to find it a pleasant way to 
yass.the evening.- The rows of seats be- 
lind them were nearly filled with men, who 
listened as well as the buzz of the cable 
and the noisy boys outside would let them. 

President C, McFarl.nd and Secretary 
C. A. Luckenback ar3 always on deck w 
do the honors of the occasion, and besides 
the orator of the evening Col. Daley, D. 
W. Fieid and Mr. Birdwell occupied the 
stage. Alex Pennie and H, C. Kegister 
were also present. 

Without any preliminaries, the chair- 
man iotroduced Judge B. N, Smith, who 
made the oration of the occasion. He first 
read at leugth from speeches by Democratic 
Congressmen and orators, to show the 
irue position of their party on the great 
tariff issue, 

Commenting on this, he showed that all 
the protectionists in that party had_been 
sent to the rear with Sam Randail, and that 
Mills, Watterson and the free-traders had 
come to the front. This harmonized with 


the record of the Democrats ever since. 


1832, and especially so with that free-trade 
article which was incorporated in the Con- 
federate Constitution, 

Judge Smith stated as an axiom of polit- 
ical economy that the capital and labur of a 
country should be so appiied as to produce 
the greatest amount of wealth for that 
country. This country produces yearly 
#5,500,000,000 worth of manufactures. Her 
ayricuitural products amount yearly to 
000,000,000, of which 90 per cent. 1S 
consumed at home and only 10 
per cent. exported, In this coun- 
try 
indirectly by manufactures. They are the 
consumers of our agricultural products. If 
England with her accumulated capitai and 
machinery representing the labor of a Dill- 
ion men is allowed to crowd them from the 
markets, they can’t work any more, and 
where then will the farmer sell his bread- 
stuffs? The mechanics out of work will 
lower the prices of labor on farms and 
everywhere else, so that no one will have 
such good wages as now. Thus it can be 
seen that not only the oe 
classes but all workingmen and ail agri- 
cultural producers will suffer by this folly. 

The speaker mentioned Congressman 
Herndon’s argument at the Democratic 
ineeting, when he instanced blankets as an 
example of now the tariff is a tax which 
raises the value of a blanket over 70 cents. 
This is not the ease, for blankets, as well 
as all manufactured articles, are but little 
if any dearer here thau in England. This 
was shown whe: Cleveland allowed Eng- 


lish manufacturers to bid for supplying 


blankets for the soldiers. The difference, 
duty free, was only 30 cents instead of over 
70, oar the patriotic President let the 
contract go to the bidders, 

For his part the speaker believed not only 
in a protective, but a , ,prohibitory tariff. 
There were imported $250,000,000 worth of 
goods, representing the yearly labor of 100,- 
000 men. We have the men here, and this 
work should be done her... 

He contrasted the condition ot the Eng- 
lish workman with that of the American, 
and showed the great disparity in their cir- 
cumstances. He alluded also to the great 
increase of wealth in this country under the 
high tariff existing since 1860. While at 
that date there were on deposit in Massa- 
chusetts savings banks c$70,000,000, there 
are now $237,000,000, while in all England 
there are only $172,000,000 in savings banks 
for the people. The. balance of trade was 
$300,000,000 against us before 1860, and 
since then it is $1,6C0,000,000 for us. 

Judge Smith next paid his compliments 
to the Prohibitiomsts, of whom he spoke 
with kind and sincere praise, as_ laboring 
tor the progress of humanity. “but,” he 
asked, “will you aidin the election of Cieve- 
land and the Democracy, and thereby take 
a retrogade step of 50 years?” In New 
York the Republicans passed temperance 
measures, and Democratic Gov. Hill vetoed 
thein. Nineteen out of twenty real tem- 
perance men stay yet in the Republican 
-party and bide their time. Are the Pro- 

ibitionists wiser than they? 

Concluding, he said this was a campaign 
of business and the tariff, though-a dry 
subject for speech-making, must be steadily 
argued and presented. And he prophesied 
that Cleyeland would not carry a single 
northern State. 

President McFarland announced that at 
the meeting next Friday night Co!. Mark- 
ham of Pasadena and Col. Jabez Banbury 
will speak, and any other candidates who 
wish may try their luck. )

proached by those in authority would scat- 
ter into the darkness and “holler” for 
Cleveland.

A WOODEN KEY. 


IT WAS MADE TO FIT A CELL 
DOOK BY PRISONER GIBSON, 


And if He Had Not Taken So Many 

Fellows Into Wis Confidence It 
Might Have Led to a General Jail- 
break. 


Jail-breaking in this county has become 
quite a science. Every few weeks some 
fellow islocked up who is an expert, and 
if the jailer and his assistants do not keep 
their eyes and ears wide open this expert 
will not only liberate himself, but he will 
give every prisoner in jail his freedom. 
The officers who have charge of the County 
Jail in this city have been given a great 
deal of trouble during the past year, and 
several disastrous jail-breaks have oc- 
curred. 

Before Deputy Sheriff Russell was put in 
charge it was not an uncommon thing for 
two or three breaks a month to occur. At 
one time about half the prisoners made 
good their escape, and only two or three of 
them were recaptured, although the officers 
were on their track almost immediately after 
they left the jail. 

One of the narrowest escapes from a 
general stampede that was ever heard of 
took place some weeks ago, while Mr. Rns- 
sell was out of the city. The jail was full 
of the hardest citizens, and the officers had 
been cautioned to keep a close guard. 

‘There were several United States prison- 
ers in jail at the time, and one of them, 
who is now serving out aterm for tamper- 
ing with postoflice matter, made up his 
mind toescape. He went under the name 
of Gibson, although he has several aliases, 
and as soon as he was locked up he began 
to lay his wires for freedom. He attempted 
to get tools. suitable to cu his. way out 
through the wall, but in thiShe failed, and 
then he betheught himself of the keys, 

But the officers never let them out of their 
hands, and he had nochance to get an im- 
pression. He did not give up, however, so 
he got hold et a piece of hard wood, and pre- 
pared to do a thing that was never before 
attempted. gFor several days he watched 
like a hawk the jailer who carried the 


keys. He riveted his eyes on the key that. 


opened the main-cell door, and also the front 
door. The shape and size of this key be- 
came thoroughly impressed on his memory, 
and then was begun the work of whittling 
a duplicate key out of the hard wood, which 
he had concealed in his bunk. In about a 
week his labers were compieted. The key 
was tried in the cel! door, and was found to 
work to perfection. It turned, and behold! 
the big dvor swung back! 

Almost every prisoner in the jail was let 
into the secret, and a night for the rush was 
fixed, but it never came off, for the reason 
that one of the gang “‘squeated.’”’ Caines, 
the burglar who is now serving a term in 
the State’s prisen, informed one of the 
deputy jailers of the plot, and a search was 
made for the key. It was found in Gib- 
son’s cell and is now in Sheritf Kays’s pri- 
vate office.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

A SECRET LEAGUE. 

A matter of the highest political import- 
ance leaked out here today.

For the past 
two months the projectors of the league 
have been quietly perfecting its organiza- 
tion in every county in the State.

The Executive 
Committee of the league consists of nine 
residents of Indianapolis. , Each county or- 
ganization is under the direction of an ex- 
ecutive committee of five, while the pre- 
cinct leagues elect from two to five execu- 
tive officers. I1t is now claimed that the 
ramifications of the league already extend 
into every precinct in the State.

“I am not the only one,” added 
Bliss, “‘who has withdrawn from the bank 
because of the old man’s unprincipled 
actions. 1 know of at least three who 
have pulled out within the past week.” 

Bliss declined to state what his patronage 
amounted to, but a confidential friend said 
that the eash deposits of Bliss & Co. 
amounted to 360,009. No statement con- 
cerning the incident could be had from 
President Hutchinson, save information 
that the Corn Exchange Bank could get 
along comfortably without the patronage of 
Mr. Bliss, the deposits of the institution 
being $1,000,000 in excess of the total capital 
Stock a vear ago.

THE UTAH IDEA. 


Why the Mormons Have Gained in 
Numbers and Strength. 
Cricaco, Sept. 28.+/By the Associated 
Press.] The New-west Education Commis- 
sion, a society of the Congregational 
Church, devoted to the education, under 
Christian teachers, of the children and 
youth of the Territories of Utah and New 


Mexico, held its eighth annual meeting | 


today. Fifteen members of the corporate 
board were present. During the year 
$89,000 has been spent in the support of 39 
schools and four academies in Utah and 
New Mexico. Two thousand seven hun- 
dred and twenty-five pupils, 1500 of them 
of Mormon parentage, were taught by 64 
teachers. In the central towns the schools 
were crowded, and many children were 
turned away tor lack of room. It was de- 
cided to erect new school buildings in Salt 
Lake and Heber, Utah, and Albuquer- 
que, N.M. 

The general secretary, Dr. Bliss, read an 
interesting paper upon Mormonism. He 
said, in part, that the question of fact is 
sometimes raised whether Mormonism is a 
religion or something else unworthy of that 
designation. There has been so much of 
fr:ud,. deception and wickedness 1n the 
practice and lives of its prominent founders 
and leaders, that we grow_impatient when 
men call the product of all this scheming 
and cunning a religion. Yet the word 
religion is one of great breadth. It is utterly 
impossible to explain the facts which meet 
one everywhere in Utah without granting 
not only that Mormonisin is a religion, but 
also that the chief sources of .its present 
vitality and power lie in the religious ideas, 


‘hopes and fears of its adherents, the tenor 


of their discourses in the tabernacle, the 
form of devotion which they observe, the 
enthusiasm which attends their frequent 
conferences, the steadfastness of their de- 
votion to their church, maintained by the 
great majority of them, the  con- 
stant departure of missionaries’ in 
the face of continual  discourage- 
ments, the uninterrupted building 
of temples, the constant and universal 
recurrence to the supposed miraculous 
origin and the well-known rapid early pro- 
gress of their church and the unabated con- 
fidence of the early coming of a deliverer 
who will smite their enemies and 2arry for- 
ward their church to a position of great 
glory and universal influence—all these 
things are unaccountable save upon the 
ground that ‘Mormonism, whatever it was 
at first, has. grown to be a religion, in- 
trenched 1n its convictions and powerful as 
a source of motives, hopes and courage.

A Suspected Man Under Arrest at 
Denver.

DENVER, Sept. 28.—The police this after- 
noon released Carter on the ground that the 
resemblance to Tascott was not sufficiently 
strong to hold the prisoner, Carter at once 
resumed his position of bar-tender at the 
California wine house. An hour after be- 
ing released, Carter was rearrested on a 
warrant sworn out by O. H. Vanvlierden, 
charging him with being 
tive from justice. He was placed in the jail 
to await further developments. The poiice 
claim that while there is a slight resem- 
blanee between Carter and the description 
given of Tascott, they are positive he is not 
the man wanted.

The 
insurgents openly renounced allegiance to 
the Sultan on the ground that he had no 
power to transfer their country to the Ger- 
mans. Officers from Mikindania and Linda 
have arrived here safely. 

The German company is driven from all 
points except Bagamoyo and Darhallasi, 
where it is pretected by men of war. 
Trade in the meanwhile is ruined, and fail- 
ures are imminent. The tribes are descend- 
ing upon the ceast in great numbers, but 
they are badly armed, the British Consul 
having forbid the export of arms frem here.
